LONDON, June 29.—The Euro- 
bean gold bloc will serve notice to- 
morrow morning that unless cur- 
rency stabilization is achieved the 
World Economic Conference must 
end at once in failure. 

Georges Bonnet, French Minister 
of Finance, made that announce- 
ment tonight. 

Bonnet, who has been charged by 
the five Powers supporting gold— 
France, Italy, Belgium, Switzerland | 
and Holland—to call on Premier 

acDonald of Great Britain, pre- 
siding over the conference, said: 
“I have been authorized by the five 
Powers to express our joint deter- 
mination that currencies must be 
stabilized before the conference can 
continue.” 

Bonnet delivered the views of the 
gold bloc to MacDonald and Ne- 
ville Chamberlain, British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, in an infor- 
mal conversation tonight. 

Formal] notice will be served on 
MacDonald when representatives of 
the five Powers meet him at li 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 

“The five Powers,” said Bonnet, 
“have agreed without equivocation 
that stabilization is absolutely nec- 
essary as a preliminary step at the 
conference and if any other course 
is taken we maintain the right to 
entire liberty of action. 
“Instability is the base of all our 

All five of us are agreed that 
we shall maintain our currencies at 
the present rate. 

“We are preparing a joint declar- 
ation which we shall deliver later.”

The British and the representa- 
tives of the gold bloc decided to 
appeal to Washington for assistance 
in overcoming the stabilization 
problem. 

The British compromise had been 
offered to meet an ultimatum by 
the gold standard nations, headed 
by France, which demanded cur- 
tency stabilization as the price of 
their remaining in the conference. 

Conference by British. 

Prior to the meeting between the 
British and the gold nations there: 
was a conference of British leaders 
to discuss the compromise plan of- 
fered by Prime Minister MacDon- 
which were not 
wiblished. The British conference 
mas visited by Raymond Moley, 
United States Assistant Secretary 
of State, and James P. Warburg, 
financial adviser to the American 
delegation. What part, if any, they 
played, was kept a secret. When 
Moley departed he said he had 
merely taken the opportunity to 
thake hands with MacDonald.

juries in the accident. No collision 
or accident of any sort took place, 
the Millers charge. 
Calman, the Millers charge, han- 
died the money paid to them, which 
was $40 for themselves and $10 for 
a physician’s examination. 

Six Arrested in Inquiry. 
The Schultzes, the Millers, Cal- 
man and John Baker, 19-year-old 
brother of Mrs. Miller, were arrest- 
ed Monday night in the inquiry, 
and were released on bond. The 
statement of the Millers to Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney McLaughlin 
followed. 
Miller and his wife said Schultz 
approached them last winter, pro- 
posing that they “have an _  acci- 
dent,” and that they at first re- 
fused, but consented when he called 


on them the night of March 4, and 
outlined the story which they 
should tell of collision, supposed to 
occur late that night, at Ninth and 


Clinton streets, between a car driv-|: 


en by Baker and a car in which 
the Millers and Schultzes were sup- 
posed to be riding. 

Baker’s car carried liability in- 
surance, and Miller said that 
Schultz furnished him $20 with 
which to pay the premium on the 
insurance policy, and that he, Mil- 
ler, gave the money to Baker. 

“Claim First Made for $750.” 

“Schultz said it would be all right 
with the adjuster,” Miller said, “be- 
cause when he was in the Legisla- 
ture he gave the adjuster a set of 
the State statutes.” The claim was 
to. be for $750 for the injuries of 
the Schultzes and the Millers, Mil. 
ler and his wife said. They said 
that, on Schultz’s advice, they fal- 
sified their address, giving a num- 
ber on Garfield avenue, and that 
Schultz gave the name of “Sam 
Schultz.” 

The adjuster balked at a $750 


claim, Miller said, but agreed to 


pay a total of $100, and settlement 
was made on that basis. The Mil- 
lers had difficulty in getting their 
share, and Mrs. Miller finally wrote 
to the home office of the insurance 
company, in Philadelphia, causing 
an investigation.

KANSAS WHEAT FARMERS 
TO GET 20 MILLION SEPT, 15 


SALINA, Kan., June 29.—Henry 
A. Wallace, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, told an audience of 5000 in 
the heart of the winter wheat belt 
here yesterday that $20,000,000 in 
cash would be forthcoming to Kan- 
sas wheat farmers about the middle 
of September under the provisions 
of the administration’s allotment 
plan, 

“If it is possible to get the ad- 
ministration machinery. in motion 
out in the states and counties 
promptly enough, first payment will 
be made about: Sept. 15,” Wallace 
said. 

“This will be a benefit payment 
on this year’s crop in return for 
agreement to reduce acreage on 
next year’s crop and that of 1935. 
This first payment probably will 
amount to two-thirds of the total 
due, the remaining third to be made 
ua spring when proof of acreage 
reduction is obtained.”

AFTER CLOUDBURST 


Eight-Inch Rain Floods Thous- 
ands of Acres—Livestock 
Losses Reported.

EDINA, Mo., June 29.—Edina was 


isolated, thousands of acres of land 
were under water and it was re- 
ported many head of livestock were 
lost as a result of a rainstorm of 
cloudburst proportions here last 
night. The rainfall measured more 
than eight inches, according to the 
State highway rain gauge.

Four highway workers, Ralph W. 
Simpson, construction superintend- 
ent, Frank Trunnell, Dean Hedrick 
and Earl] Freeman, were rescued to- 
day from their perch on the top 
rail of a new highway bridge they 
were working on. 

When the water began rising they 
sought to remove several pumps 
from the end of the bridge. The 
rise was so fast they were forced 
to take refuge on the bridge rail. 
A towboat was obtained from a 
clubhouse six miles from here and 
Henry Hubbard rescued the men.

U.S. RECOVERY ACT 
UNONZING HERE 
‘BRS ON STRIKE 


128 Men Walk Out at Fac- 
tory After Insisting on 
Own Organization In- 
stead of Company’s. 


FIVE EMPLOYES 
FIRED BY FIRM 


Concern Says Dismissals 
Were for Inefficiency and 
Declares Workers 


Shouldn’t Organize Yet. 


The first labor trouble here result- 
ing from efforts of employes to or- 
ganize under authority of the Na- 
tional Recovery Act occurred this 
morning when the 128 workmen em- 
ployed at the Jackes-Evans Mfg. 
Co., 4400 Union boulevard, went on 
strike. 

The strike was called last night 
in protest against the dismissal yes- 
terday of five employes, including 
three officers of the newly’ organ- 
ized United Metal Stamping and 
Assemblers’ Union Local No. 1, 
‘which has established headquar- 
ters at 3418 Washington boule- 
vard. 

G. M. de Hoog, 5335 Bancroft ave- 
nue, representing the union, said 
company officers were seeking to 
organize a so-called “company 
union,” while the men insist on hav- 
ing their own organization free 
from company dictation. As induce- 
ment for the company union, the 
men are said to have been offered a 
meeting place and free beer. A poll 
was taken, with the result that 96 
voted for am independent organiza- 
tion, and 32 favored a company 
union. 

Tells of Dispute in Office. 

De Hoog told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that when he presented the 
demands of the men to company 
officers severul days ago, a dispute 
arose, during which he.was struck 
in the face and an effort was made 
to throw him out of the office. Po- 
lice Captain Albert Wetzel, Ruskin 
Avenue District, calling at the plant 
on another matter, walked in dur- 
ing the scuffle. De Hoog was taken 
to the police station for question- 
ing, but declined to prosecute, and 
the case was dropped. De Hoog is 
sending a report of all that has 
transpired to the national recovery 
administration. 

This morning the men assembled 
near the plant, but dispersed when 
no effort was made by the manage- 
ment to resume operations with 
other employes. 

One of the five discharged em- 
ployes, Roy Riley, 2155 Palm street, 
paroled to Stanley F. Jackes, pres- 
ident of the company, after serv- 
ing part of a prison term for rob- 
bery, was taken into custody by 
police at the request of Jackes, who 
said he could no longer be responsi- 
ble for Riley. Riley, who said he 
had taken part in organization of 
the union, is hopeful of favorable 
action by parole officers, as, he 
says, his record is clear except for 
a dry goods store holdup, for which 
he was convicted when he was 19 
years old. 

Company Man’s Statement. 

Jackes denied the five employes 
were dismissed because of their 
part in organization of the union. 
“They were discharged for ineffi- 
ciency and insubordination,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“We favor unionization under the 
National Recovery Act. We do be- 
lieve, however, that the men should 
wait until they learn more about 
the act, and until our industry has 
adopted a code. We would also like 
to know something about the or- 
ganization.” 

Jackes declined to discuss the 
alleged insubordinate acts of the 
five workmen he discharged. They 
were, besides Roy Riley: Henry 
Herminghaus, union president, with 
the company 14 years; Frank Par- 
tell, union vice-president, with the 
company 10 years; George Riley, fi- 
nancial secretary of the union, 14 
years with the company, and Vin- 
cent Fatta.

Labor Leader Charges Pay 
and Hours Offered in 
First Industrial Act Plan 
Are ‘‘Demoralizing.”’

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Codes 


governing wages, hours and trade 
practices will be determined by 


conditions existing in each indus- 
try, and employers who expect to 
get a cue from the hearings on a 
code for the cotton textile industry 
are fooling themselves. This was 
made clear today in a statement by 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson. administra- 
tor of industrial control. 

The General's statement was 
prompted by the discovery that 
many industrialists were under the 
impression that the minimum wage 
of $10 and $11 a week and maxi- 
mum hours of 40 hours a week pro- 
posed in the code would serve as a 
precedent for other industries. 

“The 40-hour week code,’ said 
Gen. Johnson, “proposed by the tex- 
tile industry, is no precedent for 
any other industry in different cir- 
cumstances. The textile mills are 
at nearly full capacity, and there is 
some question as to whether they 
can find sufficient skilled em- 
ployes on a full 40-hour week. It 
ought to be obvious to anybody 
that an industry at a low rate 
would have to have a shorter week 
to absorb its own unemployed 
workmen. 


Wouldn’t Scratch Surface. 

“A 40-hour week in industry gen- 
erally would not scratch the sur- 
face of our job of putting large 
numbers of unemployed back to 
work. Indeed I know of no other 
industry in which we could even 
consider a code proposing a 40-hour 
week.” 

The announcement followed a 
statement by Sidney Hillman, prés- 
ident of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, that other industries con- 
templating codes with a_ shorter 
week had been “demoralized” by a 
proposed’ 40-hour week and $10 
minimum. He proposed a genera) 
50 cents an hour minimum. 

The administrator, having list- 
ened for two days to representa- 
tives of employers and labor in the 
cotton textile industry, today heard 
spokesmen for the consumers. 

Meantime, illustrative of the 
speed with which the ,industrial 
control program is proceeding, a 
committee representing the brew- 
ers met here to consider drafting 
a code for that industry. The chair- 
man is Edward A. Schmidt of Phil- 
adelphia, and one of the members 
fs Rudolph Huber of St. Louis, vice- 
president of the United States 
Brewing Association, and William 
L. Goetz of St. Joseph, Mo. 


Green Leads Opposition. 

Strenuous opposition to the pro- 
posed minimum wage of $10 a week 
in the South and $11 in the North, 
for the proposed maximum work 
week of 40 hours, was registered 
yesterday by representatives of 
cotton textile workers and labor 
generally, led by William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
:tion of Labor. They declared the 
proposed minimum wage far too 
low, and the 40-hour week far too 
long. 

John P. Davis, secretary of the 
Negro Industrial League, today 
begged Administrator Johnson to 
remove from the textile code the 
clauses exempting cleaners and 
“outside help.” In its present form, 
he said, the code would afford vir- 
tually no protection for Negro 
workers. He pointed out that the 
so-called “free services” which mill 
owners furnish to residents of the 
mill villages are seldom given to 
Negroes. |

BOYCOTT STICKERS REPORTED 
DISCUSSED BY DR. LUTHER 


German Ambassador Calis at the 
State Department. in 
Washington.

WASHINGTON, June 29. — The 
German Ambassador, Dr. Hans 
Luther, was reported today to have 
conferred at the State Department 
regarding the issuance of letter 
“stickers” urging a boycott of Ger- 
man goods. Letters bearing the 
stamps, which were circulated by 
the Jewish war veterans of the 
United States, recently were barred 
from the mails.

Ambassador talked with Acting 
Secretary of State Phillips about 
some stamps,” State Department 
officials were reluctant to discuss 
the matter. 

Samuel Untermyer, New York

stickers. The ruling was predicated 
on a section of postal regulations 
prohibiting the use of stickers bear- 
ing a resemblance to postage 
stamps.

— A 
new policy for the Navy, asserting 
that it should be maintained “in 
sufficient strength to support the 
national policfes and commerce 
and to guard the continental and 
overseas possessions of the United 
States” was made public today at 


the Navy Department. 

The policy, which replaced a 
statement of the purposes of the 
Navy framed after the London Na- 
val conference, called for two na- 
val bases on the Atlantic coast 
and two on the Pacific. 

The old one had aesignated only 
San Francisco as the center of na- 
val activities for the Pacific Coast. 

Naval officers interpreted the 
statement as foreshadowing the 
development of the base at Bre- 
merton, Washington and the bases 
at Hampton ~--ds, Ya, and. off 
Narragansett, Rhode Island, on tne 
East Coast, along with the San 
Francisco area. 

For shore establishment policy 
the statement saii the policy would 
be: 

“To maintain a shore establish- 
ment sufficient to sustain the 
forces afloat in peace and capable 
of expansion to meet their needs 
in emergency.”

But other delegates, particularly 
the French, and some Americans 
as well, feel that the conference 
has been called at a bad time and 
should reassemble after currency 
problems have been clarified. 

Gold standard countries led by 
Finance Minister Georges Bonnet 
of France were understood author- 
itatively to have told MacDonald 
that the sole result of the confer- 
ence so far had been to shake con- 
fidence in their currencies and that 
it behooved the British Government 
to take some step to end this pre- 
dicament. 

It was further understood thet 
a time limit was set by the bloc 
in which it expects Great Britain 
to take action, or the four coun- 
tries will cease to participate in 
the conference. 

The bloc, it was said, told the 
British Prime Minister of its inten- 
tion to withdraw all Ministers and 
important experts, but to leave a 
few secretaries in Zondon to watch 
what went on, in case its demand 
for stabilization should be ignored. 

A world steamship combine, espe- 
cially on the North Atlantic, de- 
signed to lift the shipping business 
from its present distress, was pro- 
posed by France today at the con- 
ference. 

The French suggested an agree- 
ment which would limit the ton- 
nage of future construction as well 
as the speed, which would regulate 
prices, and serve as a “Washington” 
limitation treaty in the field of 
commercial shipping. 

The proposal was laid before a 
sub-committee considieint all forms 
of government subsidies. It calls 
for the joint working of all steam- 
ship re with a joint account cov- 
ering all working réceipts and ex- 
penses.

ROQUE ISLAND, Me., June 29.— 
Well I finally arrived ‘back again. 
It certainly was good to. see the 
good ship Amberjack II loom up in 
the fog as we came into the cove.

Kahn asserted any changes in the 
law which would make the rich 
people pay their just share of taxes 
would be helpful. 

Chairman Fietcher said “some 
modifications” in the law already 
had been made, but Kahn said more 
complete remedies were needed. 

Steiwer told Kahn he was the 
first witness from Wall street who 
had asserted the bears were able 
to “depress the market.” 

Any artificial operation, Kahn 
said, is “bound to have an effect 
on the market and ought to be re- 
stricted.” 

Such operators, he added, should 
be “prevented from damaging the 
natural flow of credit and prices.” 

He said he believed the buying 
and selling of securities in the or- 
dinary course of business is 4 
“proper function of the public,” but 
that any artificial activity is an im- 
proper function.

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BANKER KAHN ONCE 
AN ENGLISH CITZEN 


Born an American in Germany, 
Then Went to London, Now 
American Again. 


By the Assoctated 

WASHINGTON. June 29.—Otto 
Kahn, senior partner of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., who has been testify- 
ing in the Senate banking inquiry 
here in an interview yesterday, 
told how he was born an American, 
served in the German army, became 
an English citizen, and is now an 
American again. His father fled to 
America from Germany, he said, 
when he was threatened with perse- 
cution after the revolution in 1848. 
Then, in Kahn’s words: 

“After 10 years an amnesty was 
declared and he went home. He 
fell in love with my mother and 
proposed to her, but her parents 
said if he wanted to marry their 
daughter he had to stay there.” 

Thus, the banker said, he was 
born in Germany as an American 
citizen, and after serving in the 
German army went to England asa 
banker. After five years there he 
was offered the managership of an 
English bank. He decided he 
could do no better than that and 
became an English citizen, intend- 
ing to live in that country. 

Three weeks later he was of- 
fered a better position in America. 

“Here,” Kahn said, “the same 
thing happened to me that hap- 
pened to my father. I fell in love 
and was married.” 

Kahn said he did not become an 
American citizen until he had been 
here about 15 years, because “I 
was ashamed of my jumping 
around” and did not want to change 
his citizenship until he was sure 


MURDER CHARGED 
AGAINST TWO IN 


Patrolman Kuelks Arrest- 
ed in Shooting of Dan 
Maddalino.

In issuing the warrants, Geers 
disregarded a verdict of justifiable 
homicide returned last night by a 
Coroner’s jury in Collinsville. 
Colone ;: nd Kuelks, with four oth- 
er officers went to the Maddalino 
home at 12:15 a. m., yesterday, to 
question Maddalino, who ran a bar 
at Collinsville Park, about the ma- 
chine-gunning a short time before, 
of Jennie’s Cafe, in Collinsville, of 
which Colone is half owner. 

Colone was in the place at the 
time with his brother, James, but 
was not wounded. James Colone, 
however, who was standing at the 
far side of the barroom, suffered 
two flesh wounds. 

It was Louis Colone who sug- 
gested going to Maddalinsc’s house 
to question him about the machine- 
gun attack. Some time ago, when 
a policeman, Colone shot Maddalino 
in the head for resisting arrest, but 
Maddalino was not seriously hurt.

At the inquest he said he shot 
Maddalino when Maddalino, whom 
he and Kuelks were questioning 
while the other officers searched 
the house, started toward a table 
in the bedroom on which there 
three revolvers.

Plans to Ask Voters to Approve 
Change From Forest Park 
Zoo. 

Change of location of the pro- 
posed city aquarium from the 
Forest Park Zoo to the new Union 
Station Plaza is favored by Mayor 
Dickmann and President Brown of 
the Board of Public Service.

The strike was called by 451 
chauffeurs when the two companies 
announced a wage reduction from 
$3 to $2 a day, with commissions 
continuing as before. Under the 
settlement with American Taxicabs, 
Inc., the drivérs will be guaranteed 
$3 a day, but the commission basis 
will be ho per cent over $9 daily 
receipts, computed weekly, instead 
of on $6.50. Union leaders explained 
that but few men received commie 
sions on §6.50, making the $3 guar- 
antee the more importan: item.

Barnes testified the company 
held 23,123,527 shares of preferred 
stock in its treasury.

From the standpoint of 
the removal of thé prohibition amendment, it means 
that almost half the required number of states have 
ratified or voted to ratify. 

This, the march has becOme a parade. It will go 
down in American history as a rémarkable mani- 
festation of public sentiment. For years political 
cowardice kept thé issue from the voters. Not until 
Feb. 20, barely five months ago, did Congress pass 
the Blaine resolution submitting repeal to the states. 
Now the voters, as they have the opportunity, state 
by state, are giving vent to their honest opinions with 
the force that grows out of repression. 

Missourians cannot refrain from contrasting the 
forthrightness of repeal action in other states with 
the confusion afd uncertainty here. We have the 
Weeks Act to effect repeal. Gov. Park, after first 
planning early action, takes the position that the 
law may be construed so as to permit the election 
of delegates in September. The drys say that if this 
is done, they will contest the whole procedure as go- 
ing outside the wording of the Weeks Act. The pros- 
pect is almost certain controversy, with a possibility 
of delay, and even prevention of ratification. 

Such a situation in Missouri is distressing. The 
Weeks Act establishes permanent regulations for rati- 
fying amendments submitted to conventions in the ex- 
pectation that it will enable Missoufi to be one of 
the first states to pass on such amendments. Yet the 
first time we attempt to use it, we become embroiled 
in a maze of fine points and doubts. : 

It is because of the importance of the stake that 
the Post-Dispatch has givén the Missouri repeal situ- 
ation so much atténtion. We have set forth a plan 
for ratification which we believe answers every re- 
quirement of the law, and at the same time is work- 
able. If it is true that there will be very little time to 
spare under that plan, it is also true that a schedule 
which satisfies the law by one day is just as legal as 
one which satisfies it by a year. 

Attorney-General McKittrick has announced in- 
formally that it would be safer to follow the early 
voting plan. We say informally because at the time 
he made the announcement the Attorney-General's of- 
fice had not been asked for an opinion by Gov. Park. 
Mr. McKittrick takes the position that it would be 
running an unnecessary risk to go outside the siz- 
month limit of the Weéks Act in-the hope that courts 
would uphold the action as a proper interpretation 
of ambiguous phrasing. This is a sensible view. It 
comes from the chief law officer of the State, whose 
business undér the Constitution is to adVise the 
Governor and other officials on points of law. 

Our latest advice is that while Gov. Park is still 
inclined to prefer the September voting date, he is 
weighing the arguments for action before Aug. 20. 
We trust he will continue to weigh these arguments 
until they tip the beam in the balance. If he comes 
out for the early votihg ‘plan, he will merely return 
to his original position. Khowing that he is a sincere 
advocate of repeal, we do not believe that he will, in 
the end, take a chance when a sure means is at hand. 
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CHILD LABOR ON THE WAY OUT. 

Persons interested in social justice have long 
dreamed of the day when child labor would be elim- 
inated from industry, perhaps by action of the states, 
perhaps by ratification of the child labor amendment 
or by congressional vote. Few could have been so 
imaginative as to vision the day when it would be 
done by agreement among the employers themselves. 
Yet this is about to happen in the cotton textile in- 
dustry, long a vicious field of exploitation, and the 
portents are good for similar action in other lines. 
It is the Industrial Recovery Act that has made this 
possible. Secretary Perkins made the suggestion, and 
Administrator Johnson presented it for acceptance by 
the textile men as part of their governing code. After 
some skirmishing, a majority of them agreed to it. 

Industry's self<dliscipline is preferable to legislative 
enactment in this matter. Strict adherence to the 
code will make statutory action unnecéssary, save 
for those fields of industry that cannot be reached 
under the Recovery Act. Since about 4 per cent of 
the workers in Southern cotton mills are children 
under 16, with about half that percentage in the 
North, the effect of eliminating these young workers 
should be speedily felt. Educational and health stand- 
ards will improve, and more work will be provided 
for adults. 

Other industries that use child labor—mining, can- 
ning and several branches of manufacturing—have not 
yet presented their codes, but the child labor provi- 
sion should appear in all of them. With the initial 
step taken, and with the prospect of better conditions 
likely to result, it is no exaggeration to say that 
child labor is on its way out.

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CONGRESS AND VALUATION. 

When the railroad bill was under discussion in the 
Sevate, Senator Norris sought to incorporate in it 
a new valuation formula for railroad rate-making 
purposes. The House dissented, but the matter will 
come up at the next session. 

The Nebraska Senator suggested that “no such 
rate should be greater than will be sufficient to pro 
duce-a fair and reasonable return upon the prudent 
investment in the property, less depreciation, or upon 
an investment necessary to reproduce the property.” 
He said: / 

The adjustment of rates upon either one of 
these theories, standing alone, might get us into 
difficulty and bring about an unfair rate. When 
the value of materials and labor and other things 
necessary to go into the building of a railroad 
is on the increase and is higher than it was 
when the investment was made, naturally it is to 
the interest of the carrier company to be able 
to get a return upon the necessary investment 
to reproduce the property. If the cost of ma- 
terial and labor is less than when the property 
was constructed, then the opposite is true. 

It is not unfair, as I jook at it, to prohibit mak- 
img a rate not in conformity with the provi- 
sions of the amendment. In other words, if 
a railroad were built 25 years ago at a cost of 
$25,000,000 and we were now fixing a rate and 
found that at the present time it would cost 
$60,000,000 to reproduce it, it would follow, it 
seems tO me, that if those who own the rail 
road should get a return upon $50,000,000 invest- 
ment, they would be getting a return entirely 
out of proportion to the investment which they 
bad made originally. On the other hand, if a 
railroad built 20 years ago has gone down 80

DR. J, J. RICHARDSON, NOSE 
AND THROAT SPECIALIST, DIES 


66 Years Old; Was Personal Phy- 
sician to Theodore Roosevelt, 
Taft and Harding.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 29. 
—Dr. James Julius Richardson, one 
of the outstanding nose and throat 
specialists in this country, died of 
heart disease at a beach-front hotel 
yesterday. He was 66 years old. 

Dr. Richardson came here from 
Washington about 18 months ago. 
He was personal physician to for- 
mer Presidents Theodore Roose- 
velt, Taft and Harding, and includ- 
ed among his clients such notables 
as Lord Balfour, Senator’ Boies 
Penrose, Senator Albert Beveridge 
and John W. Davis. 

Dr. Richardson was one of the 
founders of the American College 
of Surgeons and the Fellows Acad- 
emy of Surgeons. He was gradu- 
ated from the University of Mary- 
land at the age of 18 and iater 
studied at the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of New York, and in 
Edinburgh, London and Vienna.

new and unorthodox kind of school. 
F MAN does not master the 
machine, the machine will cause 
the downfall of man. 

Working on this premise, and 
merging his plan around the central 
idea that man’s work and man’s life 
must be a harmonized unit, Frank 
Lioyd Wright, world famous archi- 
tect, iconoclast and social adven- 
turer, has carried his defiance of 
convention into the field of educa- 
tion. 


On the “shining brow” of a wood- 
ed hill in southwestern Wisconsin, 
four miles from the village of 
Spring Green, and only 35 miles 
from Madison, capital city of the 
State, Wright has set up his insti- 
tution, which he calls Taliesin Fel- 
lowship. 

When Frank Lioyd Wright con- 
structed his hillside home nearly a 
quarter of a century ago, he called 
it Taliesin because the word means 
“shining brow.” Taliesin was the 
name of a Welsh poet whose works 
praised the glory of the fine arts. 


At Taliesin, Wright has lived the 
most of his life, which has been 
such a curious mixture of tragedy 
and triumph. 

During that life, Wright has been 
building up a vision of what he be- 
lieves life must be in the future: 
Agriculture, Art, and "*ndustry must 
be fused into a single integral fab- 
ric; man must get out of congested 
cities; there must be balance be- 
tween life and work; mongtonous 
drudgery must be abolished, and 
men must “co-operate actively and 
create joyously.” 


With those aims in view,’ he 
founded Taliesin Fellowship, where 
he is training men and women 
who, he is confident, will go out 
into the world and lay the founda- 
tions for this ideal civilization. 

Seven girls and 35 boys are now 
studying in the Fellowship, which 
was officially opened last October. 
Prior to completion of the first new 
bullding, the Fellowship’s activities 
were centered in Taliesin, Wright's 
home. 


OW another building is in use. 
It is the reconstructed main 
unit of the former Hillside 
Home School, founded mofe than 
25 years ago by Wright’s two sis- 
ters, and long in disuse. —— 

In this remodeled structure are 
Taliesin theater, 11 lecture and 
work rooms, the main living room, 
the library, the girls’ and boys’ liv- 
ing quarters, the kitchen and the 
dining room. 

This building provides the Fel- 
lowship’s community center. Talie- 
sin Theater is the work shop for 
a Little Theater group. The main 
living room is used for music, rec- 
reation, dancing and social gath- 
erings. A printing shop, where 
the Fellowship publishes its own 
magazine, is in the basement. 

Excavation is now in progress 
for another new unit, 80 feet square. 
An architects’ studio, with a large 
skylight and windows on ali sides, 
will occupy the whole top floor. 
The lower floor will be a boys’ dor- 
mitory.

Not limited to architecture, how- 
ever, the Fellowship apprentices are 
allowed to foliow their own creative 
impulses in whatever direction they 
may lead. 

Wright believes that the aim of 
his school—to teach people how to 
be happy in the machine age— 
might well be the proper ideal of 
modern democracy.  ., 

As an educator, Wright is not un- 
like Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, 
whose experimental college at the 
University of Wisconsin. recently 
abandoned, drew nation-wide atten- 
tion. 

Both men-believe that system, or- 
ganization and rigid rules have 
ruined the modern education sys- 
tem as a social force. 

At Taliesin Fellowship there are 
no classes, no definite entrance re- 
quirements. Mr. Wright accepts 
those students whose general atti- 
tudes, qualifications or natural abil- 
ities seem to fit them into his 
scheme. No diplomas are given to 
graduates. There is no graduation. 
Serious-minded students need none 
of this “claptrap” to stimulate their 
desire for knowledge, Wright be- 


ljeves. 

Taliesin Fellowship is a Commu- 
nistic community. Each apprentice 
must help with the work necessary 
to keeping up the institution. For 
three hours_each day, each student 
does some sort of labor. Thus are 
costs af operation kept at a mini- 
mum, so that the only cost of enter- 
ing the Fellowship is a nominal tui- 


‘tion fee, figured on a strictly cost 


basis, to cover living expenses and 
the pay of instructors. 


In addition to reducing the cost 
of an education to the student, this’ 
work plan gives each: apprentice a 
real sense of co-operation which has 
a high spiritual value in such a 
community, Wright explains. 

= * — 


LREADY the educational scof- 
fers are pooh-poohing Mr. 
right and his Fellowship. But 
Wright does not care. While they 
scoff from their lofty academic 
perches, he is planning, building,’ 
struggling to complete the machin- 
ery which he hopes will give impe- 
tus to an educational revolution in 
America. 
The same defiant spirit that has 


carried Wright through a tempes-. 


tuous career of architectural and 
social non-conformity now is spur- 
ring him on toward this new goal. 
Fighting all the traditions of ar- 
chitecture, he won his battle, win- 
ning recognition first in Europe and 
the Orient, and later in his own 
land. Now he is confident that vic- 
tory again will come to rest on the 
“shining brow” of Taliesin. 
‘One of his greatest triumphs in 
architecture was the famous Im-

Vindication for Wright's cantilev- 
er pririciple of construction came 
after the great upheaval of earth 
which: engulfed Tokio, destroying 
every nearby structure but Wright's 
“impractical monstrosity.” 

Accepting his triumphs with the 
attitude that he has earned them, 
and that therefore they are worthy 
of no further acclaim, Wright re- 
mains the defiant iconoclast when 
society balks at’ his unconventional 
conduct. 

Tragedy has marked this man 
often as its victim, but he has al- 
ways come through undaunted, un- 
tamed. 

Wright now lives at Taliesin with 
his fourth wife, the former Olgivan- 
na Milanov, of Montenegro. His 
first wife, Catherine Lee, whom he 
married before he was 20, and when 
she was but 17, bore him six chil- 
dren. 

His second love was Mamah 
Bothwick Cheney, wife of an attor- 
ney in Oak Park, Ill. Although she 
never married Wright, she lived 
with him as his common-law wife 
until her death. Their secret elop- 
ment to Europe cast the glare of 
world-wide publicity upon the ar- 
chitect. She brought to him her two 
children by her first husband, who 
divorced her. 

The greatest tragedy in Wright's 
life was the murder in the summer 
of 1914 of Mrs. Cheney and her two 
children at Taliesin. The crime, 
sensationally described in the press 
of the nation, was committed by a 
crazed Negro servant, who Tan 
amuck with an axe.-After killing 
the woman and her children, and 
four other occupants of the house, 
he sét fire to Taliesin.

IRIAM NOEL WRIGHT, the 

architect’s third wife, bore him 

no children. She died in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., about two years ago, 
while suing him for divorce, and 
after writing the story of her own 
life. In that story she maligned 
Wright for his alleged mistreat- 
ment of her.- 

Miriam Noel besieged Wright | 
with numerous legal and personal 
actions when he took Olgivanna 
Milanov into his life. Olgivanna has 
borne Wright one chil”, and brought 
him another from a previous alli- 
ance. She was married to him in 
1930.

Center, Wis., on June 8, 1869, the
